Birds Have Been Discovered in B.C.; done something J intended to do long 


Thought Didn't Exist 
Many new bird and fish types which 
it was commonly believed did not ex- 
ist in British Columbia were obtained 
in a recent trip which Curator Kerm- 
ode and Assictant Curator Anderson 
made to the Atlin lake recently. For 
one thing, they established the fact 
that the grayling fish lives in this pro- 
vince, having themselves caught sev- 
eral of this variety in Atlin lake. 
Casts are being made from the spe- 
cimens secured and they will shortly 
be on view in the provincial museum. 
The grayling, points out Mr. Ker- 
mode, can readily be distinguish-d 
by the presence of a large dorsal fin. 
A number of other interesting mem- 
bers of the finny tribe, including sev- 
eral species tote chars, were also 
ught in Atlin lake. 
rt ‘tie present time the museum 
curator is engaged in having prepared 
tmany new fish casts. The casts are 
| made from the bodies of the fish and 
are then correctly colored. The ad- 
vantage of having casts is that they 
are permanent, whereas it is imposs!- 
ble to keep mounted fish any length 
of time in a proper or typical condi- 
The new casts, which will sup: 
plement the various collections  al- 
ready in existence, will show the sal- 
non, for instance, from its youthful 
staté until after spawning, when the 
full grown fish begins to deteriorate. 
Bight new cases of fish are to be ex- 
hibited in the museum within the next 
few weeks. /

C.P. R. Work This Year 


( tonsidernble "interest was 
aroused the other day by a 
dispatch from Winnipeg to the 
eiYect that the Canadian Pacific 
railway would undertake no 
more new enterprises this year 
in the west.

Saskatchewan Government 
To Regulate Exportation 
of Foxes from. Province 


Will place $100 fee on Black or Silver 
Fox and $15 fee for each Red 
or Cross Fox Exported 


_ In the neighborhood of 500 
foxes of all kinds, valued ata 
figure in excess of $200,000 were 
shipped from Saskatchewan 
points to Eastern Provinces 
during 1918, From Prince Al- 
bert alone more than 100 silver 
foxes are said to have been ex- 
ported and it is said that the 
catch of 1914 will exceed that 
of last years considering there 
are for more persons interested 
in trapping these valuable ani- 
mals alive than formerly. 

The business became so active 
that it aroused considerable in- 
terest in the minds of those 
who were in close touch with! 
the situation and from'time to 
time recommendations were 
received by the Department to 
have legislation enacted to re- 
gulate the exportation of these 
valuable fur - bearing animals. | 
Acting upon these recommen- 
dations the subject was intro- 
duced at the recent session of 
the legislature and after due 
deliberation the Game Act was 
amended, providing a close sea- 
son for foxes bétween May Ist 
and August 31st. To enable the 
Department to keep some check 
on this industry and encourage 
the breeding of fur-bearing 
animals in this province, the 
amendments provided for a fee+ 
of $100 for each black or silver 
fox exported and $15 for eich 
1ed or cross fox. Both amend- 
ments were passed without op- 
position and received the hearty 
support of the members repre- 
senting the districts most deep- 
ly concerned in the new legisla- 
tion. 

The amendments do not come 
into force until February 15, 
1914, which gives those who 
have live foxes on hand a 
chance to dispose of them with- 
out paying the export fee that | 
will be imposed after that date

The legislature realised thit 
several concerns have large 
sums of money. invested in se- 
curing foxes for export and no 
doubt this fact influenced them 
in restricting rather than pro- 
hibiting the exportation of live 
fox at the present time, as we 
understand is the case in some 
of the other provinces.  Al- 
though the fabulous profits 
that are now being made from 
breeding fur bearing animals 
may not be maintained, it is the 
opinion of the Department of 
Agriculture that there is a good 
legitimate industry in breeding 
these animals in captivity, and 
that our own climate is as well 
suited to producing quality furs.

in the Dominion.
